Shall Quincy hare a Park? 


To the Editors of the Patriot : 


There is pow in Quincy a large tract 


of unimproved land which has almost 
unequalled natural advantages as a 
water park and people's pleasure 
ground. It lies east of the Neponset 
road to Boston; and just beyond Mr. 
Butler's brook: while it stretches from 
Black’s Creek on the south, to the 
road leading from the old turnpike 
to the Sailors’ Home on the north. 
How many acres are included in it I 
cannot exactly say.—probably 40 or 50 
—as many as there are in Boston 
Common. It forms part of the old 


Greenleaf farm, and is included in the_ 


Woodward bequests. 

As I have said, this unimproved old 
pasture land is already a most attractive 
natural park. Ido not think that in 
this respect the like of it can be found 
any where about Boston. Reaching 
down to the shore, the ground is beau- 
tifully rolling and diversified; and it is 
broken, also, by wooded knolls, ridges 
and hollows. It only needs to be im- 
proved by a little good taste, and at 
almost no cost of money, intoa region 
of walks, drivesand pleasure grounds. 
On the water side is ample space for 
bathing and beating houses. Fur- 
ther from the shore are broad level 
fields for play grounds. The whole 
could quickly and easily be made, and 
kept forever, a local, seashore park, 
free and open to all, rich and poor. 

Why cannet an effort be made to 
secure that great advantage to the 
dwellers in the town, while it yet can be 
secured’ Ido not know on what terms 
of purchase, or perpetual rental, the 
land could be obtained of the trustees 
of the Woodward fund; but these, 
I presume, could easily be ascertained. 
The annual cost of caring for the terri- 
tory, and gradually improving it, would

And then the grand promise of the 
egg, which takes the hen only three 
weeks to keep and so have the spring 
chickens which cost now only one dol- 
lar apiece. Then the egg is connected 
with the discovery of America. Just 
before Columbus showed us this fair 
land he showed us how to make an egg 
stand on either end without danger of 
falling over. 

So the egg has raised a great meta- 
physical question, which I have not 
seen answered yet. I invite some of 
your thoughtful readers to tell us what 
they think about it. “* Which was first 
the hen or the egg.” I cannot help 
saying right here; how much easier it 
\is to ask some question than it is to 
answer them. 

Now a word or two of Easter eggs 
which a few of us have been hav- 
ing and more of us have only been 
looking atand wishing we had them 
here in New York. I do wish that our 
hens and chickens all over the country 
could some how get the idea into their 
little heads of the great honor con- 
ferred on them by the magnificent dis- 
play of Easter eggs this season in this 
city. If they could I am sure they 
would return the compliment by laying 
twice as many eggs, and then you and 

I could buy twice as many eggs as we 
do now with the same money. 

The finest and costliest of the Easter 
eggs were got up in Paris for the New 
York market. Such a grand exhibition 
was atreat for the old folks as well as 
for the young folks. Some were as mi- 
nute as humming bird's egg, and some 
as large as that of the ostrich—oply one 
could be put in a water-pail. They 
were of all sorts as wel! as sizes. I give 
you a few on the list: paper eggs, 
wooden eggs. satin eggs, silk egg», 
plush eggs, tin eggs, silver eggs, gilt, 
eggs and gold eggs, real gold, glass 
eggs, china eggs and sugar eggs. 

And so skilfully made and so hand- 
somely decorated, and I could not fail 
to think as I was looking at them that 
it was the busy cackling hen in the 
barnyard which set the fashion and 
gave the pattern. I understand the 
crowing hen doesn’t lay, if she does it 
is a bad egg. How is this? Some of 
these Easter eggs were cheap and some 
were very dear. You could buy one 
for ten cents. and so on right up to 
$150. 

There was one egg four inches long 
made of white satin on which was em- 
broidered the most superb roses, which 
made it look like an enchanted garden 
in minature. The egg was trimmed 
with an edging of blooming forget-me- 
nots. Lace tassels were attached to 
each end and the whole was supported 

| by a rustic banner of fragrant wood ex- 
| quisitely carved. 

There was a glass window in it, and 
the egg opened on golden hinges. 
This was purchased, I was informed, by 
a millionaire as a casket for a diamond 
ring which cost $5000. Then there 
was a perfect gem—a Venus on egg— 
a charming combination of wax, straw, 
satin, feathers, silver and gold.

Nice, France, April 15, 1581. 

Nice is a gay place, and this winter it 
has been pleasant here. and much 
warmer than in most other places we 
have heard from. We had snow only 
one day, but there is plenty to be seen 
on the mountains not very far off; yet 
we begin to find it hot now and the sun 
scorching, though we often have a cool 
breeze. We have a fine walk and drive 

on the promenade, along the sea, which 
is blue and very beautiful. 

We had a gay Carnival, and then the 
excitement of the emperor of Russia's 
assassination, which was very frightful. 
There being many Russians here, it 
produced a great commotion, and they 
had a mass, Te Deum ser- 
vices in the Russian church for nine 
| days, and then the funeral ceremonies. 
The church was hung with black out- 
side and in. There was a great crowd, 
all in deep black Inside, the wails 
were covered with black cloth, and the 
crown and monograms were in white 
flowers. and there were flowerirg plants 
all round the church and up the stairs, 
which were hung with black. 

The Russian church here is handsome, 
but not large, and the people all stand, 
as there are only a few chairs for inval- 
ids. There is a great deal of gold and 
painting, and a large gothic screen with 
panels separates the choir from the sane- 
tuary, which was illuminated with can- 
dies at the funeral. They called this 

|the requiem service. The music was 
very fine,—male voices only, and no- 
instrumental music.—behind the screen 
and not visible; while the prayers, all 
in the Russian tonzue. were intoned and 
chanted, the Greek orthodox portion 
kneeling down upon the chapel floor 
and bowing their heads, all holding 
lighted candles in their hands. The 
music was very soothing and solemn. 

I have been to the church today, 
Good Friday, and the service was very 
solemn. We saw a lady take her first 
communion. The priest held a gold 
cup to her lips, as she stood before the 
holy doors, and then she passed on to 
the table, and took wine and bread. 
The priest's robes are magnificent, very 
long, reaching to the floor, and to-day 
they were biack, with silver trimmings, 
and he had a black and silver cap on 
his head. I went also to the Catholic 
eburches and to the American. 

Soon after the assassination, a great- 
er calamity came here in the burning of 
the Opera House, the account of which 
I sent you in the Anglo-American. It 
was truly aterrible disaster, and only 
such a one could cast a gloom for any 
length of time over this gay place. But 
it was most solemn and distressing, and 
the anxiety of friend every where to 
hear who of their own friends were lost 
was moet distressing. We had letters 
and telegrams from every where, asking 
if we were all safe. Fortunately it was 
early, and had it been half an hour later 
many more would have been there. 
We had been to the opera several times 
earlier in the winter, and my brother 
often said if a fire should occur, no one 
could escape. 

It was a terrible scene when the poor 
victims were brought out and laid in the 
church opposite. One of our friends, a 
doctor, was on his way, and saw the 
flames from the top, and he staid till af- 
ter 12 at night, trying to restore some 
of them who breathed, but the gas in- 
haled no doubt caused the death of 
most of them. 

The funeral of fifty bodies a day or 
two after, was most impressive. They 
had been taken up on the hill to a hospi- 
tal, and were brought down at 9 in the 
morning to the square opposite the 
church. The procession from the hill 
was most imposing, priests, nuns, sol- 
diers and people of every nation follow- 
ing, and there were thousands in the 
square, the services being performed 
there. ‘And then the bodies were taken 
off to be buried. We went into the 
Scotch church; to the funeral of the 
three Kennedys, Scotch, who were rec- 
| ognized by a brother who came from 

Milan. They were very nice people, 
and all the family were professional 
singers. I hope we may never see such 
a sight again. 

We have enjoyed the winter here very 
much, and have both been well. We go 
from Nice to Milan for atime, and we 
shall remain over here certainly till the 
autumn. We find many American 
friends over here. We shall find many 
changes, no doubt, when we do return. 
We enjoy the variety here, and have 
known no winter, but we shall not be 
sorry when the time comes to see our- 
selves once more at home in America. 
We prefer any part of it to Europe to 
live in. We have many comforts, if 
we do not have the warmest climate.

Postal Cards, 

When postal cards were first issued, 
about six years ago, their novelty pro- 
voked some fault finding, and they 
were made fun of * stingy” anc 
‘ shabby,”* ** unsafe,”’ But they 
were cheap, and the critics soon fol- 
lowed the example of the people. Now 
an exchange remarks) the postal 
ecard has only two enemies, the man 
who receives duns on it, and the manu- 
facturer of writing paper. 

The postal causes a decrease of from 
twelve to fifteen million dollars every 
year in the business of the writing pa- 
per trades in this country.

Postal cards are made at Holyoke. 
Forty men are continually employed at} 
their manufacture. The cardboard is 
furnished in packages of three thousand 
each, and every sheet is made into for- 
ty postals. 
ing night and day. A machine slits 
the sheets into strips of ten cards each, 
and these in turn are cut into single, 
cards and dumped into piles of twenty- 
five each, when they are packed by 
girls in pasteboard boxes containing 
five hundred cards. A government of- 
ficer is constantly on hand to see that 
no pilfering of cards is done. The 
Holyoke manufactory turns out about 
one million cards a day.

Country merchants who sometimes 
grumble about the prices for newspa- 
per advertising, and complain that it 
does not pay, will doubtless be censider- 
ably surprised on learning some of the 
prices charged by the city journals and 
gladly paid by their customers. The 
New York Herald receives per year 
for its lowest priced column, $39,725 
and for highest 248,000. The 
Tribune for its lowest £20,764, 
and for its highest $85,648. The Chica- 
go Tribune receives an average of 26.- 
000 a year for a single column, and oth- 
er papers in different parts of the coun- 
try charge proportionally. And yet 
they never lack plenty of patronage. 
Their columns are always full, and 
business men, knowing how enormous- 
ly profitable such advertising is to 
them, never think of questioning the 
fairness of the price charged.

Ninety per cent. of the number enrolled 
in the public schools were in daily at- 
tendance during the year. The Secre- 
tary of the State Board of Education 
reports that what the Massachusetts 
schools need is some wise man to take 
| hold of the unsystematized elementary 
work and organize it with reference to 
the relations different topics of elemen- 
tary knowledge hold toone another, and 
to the relations they all hold to the 
sciences. He thinks, also, that it is 
necessary to have the methods of teach- 
ing conform more fully to the laws of 
mental activity and mental growth. 
The secretary adds that the old school 
district system should be at once and 
forever abolished. Massachusetts has 
established within the past few years 
nine flourishing associations, 
committees which meet for conference. 
These associations, with scarcely a dis- 
senting voice, have passed resolutions 
favoring the division of that portion of 
the State not now supplied with super- 
intendents into districts the employ- 
ment and support of such school officers.

For the Patriot. 
The Rerised New Testament. 
In what I hastily penned for last 
week's PATRIOT it was my object to 


specify a few of the more striking ver-| 


bal changes made by the revisers. The 
words I referred to embodied doctrine, 
or have been used as catch-words of 
theology. From these facts, has arisen 
their importance. Hence, also, the sig- 
nificance of the change. I also had in 
mind the fact, and sought indirectly to 
make it evident to all, that these changes 
but made the version more consistent 
with itself. This I endeavored to do 
by stating the number of times the 
words occurred in the original Greek, 
and how comparatively small the num- 
ber of times they, in our authorized 
version, were renderedp>y the obnoxious 
English words. For example, when we
